WOMAN CONVICTED 
OF $1,000,000 FRAUD 


Federal Jury Finds Magazine 
Publisher, Two. Others 
Cheated Advertisers. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30° (AP).— 
Catherine. McNelis, who created 


‘one of the most successful maga- 


zine publishing enterprises in 
America, was convicted by a United 
States District Court jury today of 
defrauding her advertising clients 
of about $1,000,000. 

The president of Tower Maga- 
zines, Inc., a. plain-looking, . stocky, 
brown-haired woman about 4u 
years old, betrayed no emotion as 
she heard the verdict. 

Convicted with her on ‘seven 
counts of mail fraud—specifically, 
the issuing of false circulation re- 
ports which were the basis for ad- 
vertising rates—were_ her brother, 
John, circulation manager of the 
company, and her brother-in-law, 
Joseph E. Flynn, business manager. 
E Frederick Low, comptroller, 
pleaded guilty prior to the trial.

the actual circulation, the Govern- 
ment said, was between 500,000 and 
900,000, 

Low, the comptroller, testified 
that the company kept two sets 
of books, one for its own informa- 
tion and the other for inspection 
by the Audit Bureau of Circulation, 
whose reports are a standard guide 
for advertisers. 

Conceived 5-and-10 Tieup. 

A former advertising copywriter 
for a Wilkes-Barre (Pa.), store, 
Miss McNelis had considerable 
magazine experience hefore setting 
forth on her Tower Magazines. en- 
terprise. She was a business head 
of the once“popular magazine, the 
American Spectator, whose editors 
included George Jean Nathan, 
James Branch: Cabell, . Theodore 
Dreiser and Eugene: O'Neill. 

She .conceived the, idea of dis- 
tributing magazines through .the 
Woolworth chain .of* 5-and-10-cent 
stores, thereby placing them be- 
fore a huge public. She made ar- 
rangements through her former 
friend, F. M. Kirby of Wilkes-Barre, 
vice-president of the F. W. .Wool- 
wotrh Co., and: testified that .he 
was her financial backer. When 
he became ill, she said, his son, 
Allan, withdrew his backing. 

Publishing circles hailed the en- 
terprise as “a nine-day wonder” of 
the publishing field and Miss Mc- 
Nelis was once listed as one of the 
country’s 10 greatest business wom- 
en.

BERLIN, Dee. 30 ‘(AP).—Field 
Marshal Goering, Germany's air 
commander, said today in a. discus- 
sion of the British-German air war 
that “when the German air force 
counterattacks, it will make an as- 
sault such as world history never 
has experienced.” | 

“No land in the world is so vul- 
nerable from the air as the British 
island,” Goering wrote in Hitler’s 
newspaper, Voelkischer Beobachter. 

He said that “only the command 
of the Fuehrer is required to bring 
a destruction-dealing load of bombs 
instead of an insignificant load of 
cameras,” stating that so far Ger- 
many has been satisfied with recon- 
naissance flights. 

Goering, most outspoken of the 
Nazi leaders, disclosed officially for 
the first time that Germany is em- 
ploying mine-laying airplanes. Pre- 
viously German officials had de- 
clined to affirm or deny British re- 
ports that such tactics were being 

used. 

“Following the old rule that at- 
tack is the best defense, the Ger- 
man air force, together with the 
navy, has shattered the British pre- 
sumption of being sole master in 
the North Sea,” Goering wrote. 

“Ship sinkings and damage 
through . mine-laying airplanes 
speak in clear, unquestionable lan- 
ee before the world.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP).— 
The door to possible aeportation of 
Harry Bridges, Australian born 
West Coast CIO leader, appeared 
tonight to have been closed by a 
trial examiner’s finding that he is 
not a Communist, but there were 
indications that the decision might 
have repercussions in Congress. 

The reaction of legislators al- 
ready here for the session begin- 
ming next week was varied, but 
some were frankly incredulous that 
Dean James M. Landis of Harvard 
Law School, who sat as a special 
Labor Department examiner in the 
Bridges case, could have cleared 


him of any affiliation with the Com-/Fred A. Canfil’s Post as Di-: 


munist party. 
Representative Dempsey (Dem.), 
New Mexico, commented that the 


House Committee on un-American 
Activities had “rather conclusive” 
testimony that Bridges had been a 
Communist and should be deported. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
one of the group of lawmakers who 
have urged that Bridges be deport- 
ed, said he was “rather surprised, 
but I must assume that Dean Lan- 
dis examined the evidence very 
carefully in every way.” 

Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas, 
@ member of the Senate Immigra- 
tion Committee, said he would be 
“a little doubtful” of the Landis 
conclusion, but that he did not 
know whether it was of sufficient 
importance “for Congress to dig 
into it.” 

It was accepted at the Capitol as 
@ foregone conclusion that Secre- 
tary Perkins would not reject the 
findings of Landis—in the absence 
of some development indicating he 
had been misied during the lengthy 
hearings he conducted on the West 
Coast. 

If Miss Perkins accepts the re- 
port, the deportation warrant is- 
sued against him in March, 1938, 
will be canceled. The warrant was 

based on the allegation that Bridges 
was a Communist. 

In an 80,000-word report, Landis 
summed up his estimate of Bridges’ 
“political beliefs and disbelicfs” in 
these words: “That Bridges’ aims

These abuses 
of the taxing powers or policy au- 
thority of a state to strangle the 
commerce of other states have a 
far deeper significance than most 
people realized when we launched 
the fight’to eliminate them... . 

“The Council of State Govern- 
ments, of which I have the honor 
to serve as president, by arousing 
public opinion against the state 
trade barrier menace, has con- 
tributed greatly to reinforcing the 
unity of the American people in 
the face of a disunited and warring 
world. ... | 

“In the other two major develop- 
ments during 1938, Missouri worked 
in active co-operation with the 
Federal Government.

“Shortly before the end of the 
year a noteworthy monument to 
Missouri's interest. in her unfor- 
tunates was completed at Rolla, a 
hospital for the treatment of tracho- 
ma sufferers. It is the only build- 
ing ever erected by a state for the 
sole purpose of treating and con- 
trolling the disease which is a prin- 
ciple cause of blindness. 

“Early in 1940, the new Missouri 
State hospital for cancer sufferers 
will be completed at Columbia. 
Here again, the people of Misouri 
have taken the initiative in a great 
humanitarian movement. It is the 
first cancer hospital ever built in 
the United States. .., 

“In the field of Social Security, 
Missouri also adjusted and expand- 
ed its program to provide maximum 
benefits for our needy citizens. A 
law was passed making it possible 
for needy persons between 65 and 
70 to share in the old age benefits 
previous restricted to those 70 
and over. 

“The unemployment compensa- 
tion Commission and its affiliate 
employment service are now in 
full operation, bringing the bene-

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SMOKELESS FUEL 
TESTS BEING MADE 


BY BIG COAL MINE

years ago Wallace went to England 
on coal research work and there 
designed and constructed a proc- 
essing plant which now produces 
smokeless fuel for the London mar- 
ket. This plant, at Mansfield, En- 
gland, produces about 500 tons of 
the fuel a week. 

Returning to the United States 
about two years ago, after the 
Mansfield plant was a demonstrat- 
ed success, Wallace began research 
with Illinois coal which led into 
the present experiment. 

Differs From Ordinary Coke. 

The fuel being produced differs 
from ordinary high-temperature 
coke in that it contains much more 
volatile matter (about 8 to 12 per 
cent), and therefore ignites more 
easily, burns more freely and holds 
fire better. The burning is prac- 
tically without smoke. The fuel 
goes through the retort in heavy 
metal alloy pans and comes out in 
solid blocks which break up along 
fissures which develop under the 
heat application. The heat treat- 
ment continues for only an hour 
and a half, and possibly may be re- 
duced to a shorter period. 

Thus far the product has proved 
to be unusually hard, shattering 
very little with handling. 

The method makes use of in- 
ternal heat; that is, the. material 
is exposed to direct heat produced 
within the retort and not trans- 
ferred through oven floor or walls. 
All of the gas recuvered is used 
for heating in the process. Tar oil 
running high in valuable chemical 
elements is recovered at the rate 
of 12 to 15 gallons to the ton of coal 
dust. 

Because of the small-scale opera- 
tion at the test plant, the sponsors 
are not ready to estimate all costs 
of production on a commercial scale 
or to say at what price a fuel pro- 
duced by this method could be. re- 
tailed in St. Louis Nor do they 
make any broad claims as to the ul- 
timate success of the experiment. 
They are hopeful, however, that 
the tests will justify commercial 
production of the new fuel, 

Watching St. Louis Market. 
They expect continuous increase 
in the use of prepared stoker coal. 
In the St. Louis area new domestic 
stokers are being installed at the 
rate of about 2500 a year and al- 
ready 10,000 are in operation, ac- 
cording to figures given by manu- 
facturers (to Mayor Dickmann’s 
Smoke Elimination Committee. This 
trend has been recognized by the 
Orient mine management as an im- 
portant factor in smoke elimina- 
tion, 

Production of « solid smokeless 
fuel out of the by-product not read- 
ily marketable at present would 
constitute a supplemental attack 
on smoke. The management is 
keenly aware of the growing public 
demand for banishment of smoking 
fuels. 

Naturally the output of “dust” in- 
creases as the production of stoker 
coal goes up, and since the dust rep- 
resents fixed tonnage that the min- 
ers have been paid to bring to the 
surface the question of profitable 
utilization of this dust has become 
an important one. 

It is the presence of this material 

in large quantities which is partly 
responsible for the undertaking of 
the Illinois Geological Survey to 
process it into smokeless briquets.

One family of Hollanders who 
won't be around home come tulip 
time is the Theodore Grevers, fa- 
ther, mother, Theodore Jr. and tiny 
Katrinka. 

Three weeks ago they packed up 
bag and baggage and caught the 
Veendam for the United States, 
which they consider pleasantly un- 
cluttered with soldiers, sand bags 
and blackouts; and are now at the 
home of Mrs, Grevers’ parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Roscoe P. Benjamin, 3745 
Lindell boulevard. 

The trip over, which took 14 days, 
proved highly amusing. All but a 
handful of the 1100 passengers were 
refugees from Germany, terrified 
from the moment the ship left the 
dock, 

“They wore their lifebelts all the 
time,” said Mrs. Grevers yesterday. 
“They wore them to the table and 
on the deck and they slept in them. 
And Theodore occasionally would 
add to their comfort by yelling, 
there’s a submarine, folks.” 

Bag and baggage for the Grevers 
meant a cargo of tulips, which 
his family has been raising 
and exporting for several genera- 
tions. Every six months for 21 
years he has come to this country 
to sell the bulbs and the trips gen- 
erally have been profitable. On one, 
several years ago, he met his wife, 
while skating on a pond in Minne- 
apolis. . 

“She learned to speak Dutch in 
exactly one month,” Grevers said. 
“Nobody ever knows she is Ameri- 
can, ‘she does not speak with any 
accent.” 

Theodore Jr., 10 years old, and 


Katrinka, 6, were dressed in their 
native holiday clothes—a black cap, 
red blouse, black pantaloons and 
white wooden shoes for him, and a 
‘white lace bonnet, gay striped 
waist and skirt and white wooden 
shoes for her. After it had been 
noted that they did not enter into 
the conversation, Mrs. Grevers ex- 
plained that they spoke almost no 
English. 

“They only learn English and 
French in the upper grades,” she 
said, “and we talk nothing but 
Dutch at home. They ought to pick 
it up pretty quick now, though.” 
She added that the family intend- 
ed to stay here until the war is 
over. 

“The war,” said Grevers, filling 
his pipe, “is going to be a long 
one, and we in Holland are more 
afraid of the English than of the 
Germans, though I cannot say that 
we care for Mr. Adolf Hitler.” He 
then said all the Dutch realize that 
the best way into Germany for 
the English is through Holland, and 
they feel it’s just a question of 
time until the march begins. 


“But: over here,” he continued, 
“all is peaceful and it would be 
better to talk about tulips, hey?” 

He and his father own 70 acres 
of tulip land near their town of 
Wassenaar, and business is boom- 
ing. Just to give you an idea, the 
bulbs brought in on this trip 
should sell for about $50,000. 
Another crop will be along in 
March, if the European military en- 
thusiasts aren’t in the tulip beds 
laying out trenches, 


121 CRIMINAL CONVICTIONS

ion, There is a measureable chance 
that even though the Germans left 
only minimum defensive forces in 
the West, there would be no serious 
Allied attack.

Other Difficulties.

Should U-boats and 
German mines succeed in an ef- 
fective blockade of England, the 
situation would be different, but 
so far, although U-boats and 
mines have hit Allied trade, a 
Steady stream of supplies goes 
across the seas to England and 
France and now troops are arriv- 
ing from far places of the British 
Empire. 


Varied Forecasts, 


But when people today begin to 
try to predict what sort of war 
those factors are going to produce, 
a large variety of opinions are 
heard. 

There is a Very widespread public’ 
belief—it appears to be a majority 
belief—that there will be a great 
German offensive—probably in the 
spring. The judgment of neutral 
observers tends to believe that is 
a probability. It is reasoned that

And what are the prospects of 
peace?

It would 
seem very unlikely that the present 
German regime can make peace on 
the terms the Allies demand; but 
the present regime has no claim to 
political immortality. It would 
seem unlikely that the Allies can 
make peace on any terms which 
Hitler could or would accept; but 
if he turns on Russia, weighty sec- 
tions of Allied opinion may change 
their views. 

No one would care to cast him-

HE decade of the 1930s has seen the publication of thousands on 
thousands of books in the United States—probably more than 
in any similar period in history. In an attempt to winnow out 
the books of importance in this multitude, the editors of the quarterly 
Yale Review, published by the Yale University Press, asked six out- 
standing readers and writers to designate the books of the decade 
in the special fields of their interest which have “impressed them 


most strongly and favorably.”

F all the controversial issues now sched- 


Qe to come before the third session 
of the Seventy-sixth Congress, which 
will convene Wednesday, only one, the -pro- 
posed extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act, threatens a fundamental di- 
visioa in Democratic ranks. On other prob- 
lems, while there is and will be wide dif- 
ferences of opinion, amicable compromises 
are probable. President Roosevelt and oth- 
er party leaders, regardless of past disagree- 
ments, want to present, superficially at least, 
a united front for the 1940 elections. 

The Republicans, in the Senate under the 
astute leadership of Senator Charles L. Me- 
Nary of Oregon and in the House under the 
drilling of Representative Joseph W. Martin 
Jr. of Massachusetts, will add to their polit- 
ical record of opposition to the Roosevelt 
regime. They realize that the outcome not 
only of the congressional, senatorial and na- 
tional elections, but of the local contests for 
coroner, sheriff county judge and so on 
will depend to a large extent on whether or 
not the voters are persuaded to approve or 
disapprove the course of the national gov- 
ernment during the past seven years. As the 
minority party, they must continue to at- 
tack. The Democrats, as the majority par- 
ty, must make a show of defending and re- 
vising the New Deal. 


Questions of Degree; 
No Repeal Fights Likely 


On most of the issues, the sitective debate 
will be on questions of degree rather than 
kind. There will be no serious attempt to 
repeal any New Deal law, and Mr. Roosevelt 
is not expected to demand any novel legis- 
lation, such as the now abandoned undistrib- 
uted profits tax and the,unfortunate Supreme 
Court enlargement plan of 1937. Strictly 
speaking, the Trade Agreements Act, which 
will expire June 12, is not an exception, but 
it could be revised to such a degree that it 
would lose its present effectiveness. This 
would be true, for instance, if it were re- 
written to stipulate Congressional or even 
Senate approval of the pacts negotiated by 
the State Department. The President has an- 
nounced that he will seek extension of the 
act, and should Republicans and Western 
Democrats succeed in forcing a drastic revi- 
sion of the law before agreeing to continue 
it, the result would be a major defeat for 
Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull,

In his messages to Congress next week, 
the first on the “state of the Union” and 
the other containing his budget*recommen- 
dations, President Roosevelt is expected to 
ask for defense appropriations of more than 
$2,000;000,000. For the current: fiscal year 
Congress. appropriated $1,650,000,000,: and 
the President announced several months ago 
that the European war had necessitated un- 
authorized expenditures. of an additional 
$272,900,000. Congress undoubtedly will ap- 


propriate this latter amount, bringing the 


total authorized expenditures of $1,- 
922,000,000. Hints *have been dropped from 
official quarters that at least $500,000,000 
more will be requested for next year, which 
would bring the. total for next yearto al- 
most: $2,500,000,000. 

If the recommendations are kept to this 
amount, there will be slight opposition in 
Congress, although Senators and Representa- 
tives may want a large say as to how the 
money shall be spent. If the President asks 
for $3,000,000,000, as has been intimated 
in some circles, there will be insistent de- 
mands that the figure be rediced. Only 
a few Congressmen will publicly argue that 
present defense expenditures should be cut. 


“Emergency Budget” Idea 


Has Met With Little Favor 
The Presidenf’s suggestion that he might 


recommend an “emergency budget” to cover 


these increased national defense expenditures 
has met with little favor in Washington, 
since the money must be raised through 
taxation or borrowing no matter how it is 
spent. And Secretary of the Treasury Hen- 
ry Morgenthau Jr., and Chairman Pat Har- 
rison of the Senate Finance Committee have 
announced that the Administration will offer 
no new general tax program. 

How will the increased expenditures be 
met? There is every indication that the 
forthcoming budget estimates will show as- 
tonishingly large decreases in the recom- 
mendations for other departments of the Gov- 
ernment, with a sharp curtailment of sery-

ices, subsidies and relief payments. 

Budgetary estimates are secret until made 
public. in the President’s voluminous report 
to Congress. His forthcoming message will 
be sent to the Capitol Thursday or Friday, 
and if the wails of departmental heads are 
well founded, it will ask. for less than the 
$9,000,000,000 he originally requested last 
year. 

The first session of the Seventy-sixth Con-} 
gress set an all-time high by appropriating 
$13,349,000,000, but this included amounts 
for reserve accounts of old-age, railroad, 
civil service retirement and other special 
funds. When these are deducted, the actual 
cash outlays for the current year will ap- 
proximate $10,000,000,000. So while ask- 
ing Congress to increase national defense 
costs by $500,000,000, the President will in- 
sist that other appropriations be cut to the 
bone unless additional revenues are provided 
or the $45,000,000,000 debt limit is raised. 

This mané¢uver will put the responsibility 
on Congress for increasing next year’s def- 
icit over the expected $3,000,000,000. The 
President wants to. avoid the blame if Con- 
gress repeats its performance of giving an 
additional subsidy of $376,000,000 to farm- 
ers without imposing taxes to cover the in- 
crease. As understood now, the President 
will. propose cuts in the regular appropria- 
tions of the Agricultural Department, the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, the Reclamation | ,., 


It is possible that the budget mes- 
sage will carry uncertain figures for the 
1941 relief appropriation, together with a 
promise that exact figures will be transmit- 
ted in the spring after business trends have 
been studied.

Own Commission Firms. 

It has its own co-operative live- 
stock commission firms at National 
Stockyards in East St. Louis and 
Springfield, Mo., and jointly oper- 
ates similar agencies in Kansas 
City and South St. Joseph with the 
Farmers’ Union of Kansas, Nebras- 
ka and Iowa, and in the course of 
a year these firms handle millions 
of dollars’ worth of livestock. 


Also it has its own co-operative 
oil company which operates 25 dis- 
tributing centers in different parts 
of Missouri. 

At Springfield the association 
owns and operates the three larg- 
est co-operative plants in the Unit- 
ed States, one of these being the 
Producers’ Produce Co., which proc- 
esses poultry products, and which 
has some three acres of floor space, 
thus being larger than any similar 
plant in the country, not excepting 
those owned by the Chicago pack- 
ers, Also the Producers Creamery 
Co. at Springfield is the largest 
whole milk plant, and its “Land 
O’ Smiles” sweet cream butter can 
be found on the tables across the 
land. So important is the Atlantic 
Coast business of this company that 
several Eastern health departments 
maintain an inspector in the plant. 
Its other large Springfield plant is 
the M. F. A. Milling Co., which, in 
addition to its Missouri business, 
ships its products to a number of 
Southern states, and especially its 
cornmeal. When these three plants

At first when the association 
opened up its elevators and ex- 
changes, private merchants feared 
that they would do a_ cut-price 
business, but this fear proved 
unfounded. While these agencies 
force a top price on grain, eggs, 
poultry and cream, and a fair price 
on feed and other farm supplies, 
they do not demoralize market con- 
ditions, As a result, the M. F. A. 
and the private merchants get along 
amicably in most communities. 
When the reporter asked Mr. 
Hirth, “To what do you attribute 
the outstanding success of the M. 
F. A.?” he replied: “The fact that 
it is bottomed upon sound business 
principles, and renders a real 
money-saving service to farmers. 
Also the fact that through the 
years we have trained up many 
young men of real executive ability 
until, as a group, our more than 275 
local managers are today the equal 
of any similar group of business 
men in Missouri, and the most of 
these men originglly came from 
the farms of our members. 

“One serious mistake that most 
farm co-operatives make,” he con- 
tinued, “is that they employ cheap 
men as managers. The M. F. A. 
on the other hand, generally pays 
what brains are worth commensu- 
rately with the employe’s respon- 
sibility.”

S RELIGION going up or going 
| own? Does it occupy an in- 

creasing or a diminishing place 

public attention? Such questions 
will touch off an argument in al- 
most any company. For the most 
part the interchange will be one of 
opinions and general impressions 
rather than of conclusions drawn 
from carefully collected and thor- 
oughly studied data. 

The questions themselves need to 
be more clearly conceived and 
stated before any answers to them 
can mean much.

ced the opposing opinions are is 


> S..dicated by the results of a Gallup 


poll in March, 1939. Of those in- 
terrogated as to whether religion 
had more or less influence and 
prestige now than it had a few 
vears ago, about one-third thought 
tt had more, one-third thought it 
had less and one-third thought 
there was no change. When the 
yote was analyzed with reference to 
the age and residence of the voters, 
a rather surprising result was dis- 
closed: the younger and urban 
groups gave religion a more im- 
portant place among present social 
facts and forces than did the older 
and the rural groups. 

Ambiguous as these results are, 
they compare favorably—from the 
standpoint of those who are inter- 
ested in the continued influence of 
religion—with the figures repre- 
senting Fortune’s survey in Janu- 

Sry, 1937, which found that only 

48 per cent think that religion is 
gaining, 17.2 per cent think it is just 
holding its own, and 49.9 per cent 
think it is losing ground. These 
are summaries, of course, not of the 
questionees’ interest in religion, but 
of their estimates of other people’s 
interest. Taking the returns at 
face value, they show that those 
who think religion is a waning in- 
fluence have decreased from one- 
half to one-third of the population 


hile those who believe it to be a) 


rising force have increased from 
one-fourth to one-third. 
War Important Factor. 

If that is a correct interpretation 
of the public mind, doubtless the 
state of the world accounts for the 
change. The most important fact of 
the past year for religion is the out- 
break of war. Millions ask, per- 
haps cynically, what is the good of 
religion if it could not prevent a 
war? To other millions, religion 
seems more necessary in time of 
war than in time of peace. 

For those whose nations or whose 
sympathies are involved in the con- 
flict, religion furnishes the terms 
and values by which to sanctify the 
cause of their side and the lumi- 
nous background against which to 
see the program of the other side as 
an insult to God, as well as a vi- 
fous assault upon the rights of 

an. Since every war tends to be- 
come a holy war in the eyes of 
those who wage it or sympathize 
strongly with either contestant, a 
state of war inevitably gives promi- 
nence to some part of the basic 
ideology of religion. 

Meanwhile, still other millions, sen- 
Bitive to the inconsistency between 
the Christian law of love and the 
mood and methods of war, are trou- 
bled by problems of their own con- 
uct and of public policy. Whether 
the fruit of their concern is per- 
plexity or conviction, the demands 
of conscience and the implications 
of religious faith are brought into 
the focus of attention. 

Soon after the outbreak of hostil- 
ties in Europe, the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica issued a message to all the 
churches urging upon them eight 
things that churchs should do in 
Wartime: repent for the past sins

Of more than 50,000 stu- 
dents replying, four-fifths thought 
any proposal to enter a foreign 
war should be submitted to a na- 
tional referendum, and one-third 
declared that they would be con- 
scientious objectors if drafted. 


Election of Pope Pius XII. 


An outstanding event in the 
Christian world was the election of 
Cardinal Pacelli as Pope Pius XII on 
March 15, in succession to Pius XI 
who died Feb. 22. The conclave was 
delayed to permit the arrival of the 
American cardinals and their par- 
ticipation in the election. The se- 
lection of the former papal secre- 
tary of state, contrary to prece- 
dent, was received with universal 
acclaim in view of the confidence 
inspired by his character and by 
his reputation for diplomatic skill 
and knowledge of world conditions 
—unhiversal, that is to say, outside 
of Germany, where the Govern- 
ment’s wish had been for “anybody 
but Pacelli.” As nuncio, Pacelli had 
negotiated the German Concordat 
of 1933, which has now been vir- 
‘tually scuttled by successive viola- 
‘tions on the part of the Govern- 
iment. 
| Pius XII’s first encyclical, issued 
'Nov. 8, was directed largely against 
racialism, statism and socialism. 

The election of Commissioner 
George L. Carpenter as command- 
ing general of the Salvation Army, 
‘succeeding Evangeline Booth, is 
taken as an indication that the 
army is moving definitely away 
from the centralization of cpntrol 
in the Booth family. 

The drawing of the churches into 
closer relations for fellowship and 
service continues to furnish some 
of the most important items in the 
chronicle of the year, as it has in 
each of the recent years. The 
Madras Conference, held in Decem- 
ber, 1938, had its chief impact on 
the churches of America and of the 
world in 1939 as its proceedings 
were published and discussed and 
as returning delegates brought 
their reports. 

The first World Conference of 
Christian Youth, meeting at Am- 
sterdam in July, with 1400 dele- 
gates from 72 nations, sought ways 
‘of realizing an ecumenical ideal of 
‘the church and of bringing Chris- 
'tianity to bear to meet social and 
international as well as personal 
needs. 

The World Council of Churches 
still continues to be in process of 
formation, and will so continue for 
two or three years. In 1938 the con- 
stitution was drafted at Utrecht and 
submitted to the constituent 
‘churches in all countries. During 
1939 many of the churches have 
‘acted favorably upon it. The project 
goes forward, but an enterprise of 
‘such scope and magnitude takes 
time. The provisional committee 
met in Paris last summer to study 
and stimulate the progress of the 
movement. Meanwhile, continua- 
tion committees of life and work 
and of faith and order are direct- 
ing extensive co-operative studies of 
the nature and function of the 
church, 

Methodist Unity. 


The Methodist uniting conference, 
at Kansas City in May, brought to 
completion the reunioy of three 
great bodies—the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and the Protestant 


denomination, the largest Protest- 
ant group in America, with 7,500,000 


'members. 


The Protestant Episcopal Church 
and the Presbyterian Church in the 
U. S. A. have under consideration a 
concordat drafted and submitted by 
a joint commission with the avowed 
purpose of seeking a way to organ- 
ic union as speedily as possible.

President Martin Appeals for 
Official Co-operation in 
Reviving Capital Market. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30 (AP).— 
William McC. Martin Jr., president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 
appealed today for “the sympa- 
thetic understanding and co-opera- 
tion of Government officials and 
legislators.” Martin is a former 
St. Louisan. 


In the first broadcast to be made 
from the floor of the exchange, he 
said such understanding was nec- 
essary to aid the markets in mak- 
ing their “imperative” contribution 
to economic recovery. 

The final half hour of trading, 
with the milling throng of 3000 
brokers and clerks, was described 
in the broadcast, including detailed 
operations of the market, and Mar- 
tin was asked to give his view of 
the.approaching year. He said: 
“It is now necessary for the na- 
tion to attain a much higher na- 
tional income, in order to support 
higher taxes and increased debt. 
“If we are to have an economic 
revival large enough to meet these 
requirements, it is imperative that 
there be a broad economic revival 
of the capital market, a renewal 
of capital investment, and the re- 
placement of productive enterprise 
with new equity money. , 

“The securities markets are even 
more depressed than general busi- 
ness conditions would normally 
warrant. The volume of securities 
business is at such low levels the 
general efficiency of the securities 
markets is threatened.” 

He said the financial community 
was beset by numerous difficulties, 
and their solution would need the 
understanding of Government.

FOR ATOM RESEARCH 


Science Award to Dr Rabi for 
Report on Radio Frequéncies 
of Molecules. ~ 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 30.—The 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science today award- 
ed its highest commendation and a 


prize of $1000 to Dr. I. I. Rabi of 
Columbia University for his _ re- 
port on the radio frequencies of 
atoms and molecules. 

Dr. Rabi proved for the first 
time that every bit of matter emits 
radio waves. He announced his 
discovery yesterday before an as- 
sociation meeting. 

This finding which is at present 
of only theoretical interest, may 
prove to be one of the most funda- 
mental discoveries of science, rank- 
ing with the finding of X-rays by 
Wilhelm Conrad Roentgen or the 
discovery of radium by the Curies, 
officers of the asscciation said. 

The association also elected vice- 
presidents to head its various sec- 
tions, including: A. L. Hughes of 
St. Louis, to the physics section.

The city’s two garbage disposal 
plants, put into ce within the 
last five years at & cost of $90,000, 
have paid for themselves out of 
savings in comparison with the 
former system of hog-feeding, it 
is related in the recent, annual 
report of the Department of Streets 
and Sewers. 

Just a century having passed 
since the city undertook to do 
something about the garbage prob- 
lem, the report includes a historical 
sketch, which says: “Of all munici- 
pal services, perhaps the one least 
appreciated is the collection and 
disposal of garbage. Few people 
realize the changes that have taken 
place in the past few years, in- 


teams to trucks with fully inclosed, 
sanitary bodies; from messy hog- 
feeding with obnoxious odors to 
garbage-grinding.” 

The two plants, at Vandeventer 
and Forest Park avenues and at 
Fifteenth and Gratiot streets, with 
combined capacity of 70 tons per 
hour, turn into the sewers a watery 
mixture resembling “a thick soup.” 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Frank J. MeDevitt points out that 
operating and maintenance costs 
have been surprisingly low and 
concludes that the system is a sat- 
isfactory and economical solution 
of the problem. In a statistical 
comparison with Baltimore, Mil- 
waukee and Los Angeles, he makes 
a favorable showing for St. Louis 
in this field. 

Cost $3.30 a Ton. 

For the last fiscal year collec- 
tion of 66,359 tons of garbage cost 
the city $220,958, while disposal cost 
only $18,764. However, sale of gar- 
bage to hog-feeders and licenses of 
private collectors yielded $20,401, 
so that net cost of collection and 
disposal was $3.30% per ton, a fig- 
ure called “quite remarkable” by 
McDevitt. 

Because of complaints that it left 
poor material behind, private col- 
lection, begun in 1916,-was discon- 
tinued two years ago, except at cer- 
tain hotels and institutions, and 
the annual license fee was in- 
creased from $20 to $200, but the 
report says feeders can buy gar- 
bage at the grinding plants cheaper 
than they can collect it. The price 
varies with the price of corn, 

In the autumn of 1839, the report 
goes on, livestock, which had 
roamed the streets at will in the 
city’s first 75 years, were restricted 
by ordinance to designated areas, 
which aroused the citizens for the 
first time to the garbage disposal 
problem, By December of that year 
another ordinance authorized the 
City Marshal to sell the collection 
privilege to the best bidder. Four 
years later the sale was changed 
to sealed bids,.and subsequently 
there were 55 ordinances making 
various other changes. 

“On a number of occasions,” the 
director says, “the city was obliged 
to take over this function, and 
various officials have had charge. 
The Comptroller, the Board of 
Health, the Department of Public 
Utilities and the Department of 
Streets and Sewers have all had 
supervision, and apparently no one 
was anxious to retain the job. Since 
1904 the responsibility has rested 
with the Department of Streets and 
Sewers.” 

Disposal in 2Aiver Barred in ’89. 

The collection contractor, paid 
by the city, was permitted by an 
1882 ordinance to sell the garbage 
to hog-feeders and keep the. pro- 
ceeds. In the next 15 years, as the 
city grew, the annual collection 
cost rose from $15,000 to $20,000. 
Garbage not sold was dumped into 
the Mississippi, but Congress for- 
bade this in 1889. Under an 1898 
contract, when the city’s population 
was only two-thirds of the present 
size, collection and disposal cost 
$257,400 a year, or 17 per cent more 
than in the fiscal year of 1938-39. 

In 1904 the city bought out the 
contractor. It appropriated $17,000 
in 1917 for erection at the foot of 
North Market street of a reduction 
plant, which was not completed 
because the process was held im- 
practical. In the next seven years 
there were various contracts to de- 
liver garbage to contractors’ barges 
in the river at prices from 87 cents 
to $2.10 per ton. An incinerator 
capable of burning only 80 tons a 
day was built at the foot of Chou- 
teau avenue in the early ’20’s for 
$69,000, and $50,000 was spent for 
steel trailers of special design to 
serve it. The entire investment 
was lost because within a few 
months the plant proved a failure. 

About the same time Ste. Gene- 
vieve obtained an injunction against 
hog-feeding on Establishment 
Island, residents of South St. Louis 
got one against hog-feeding near 
Monsanto, Ill, because of the odors 
carried by the wind. When Mc- 
Devitt took office in 1933 he was 
confronted with the necessity of 
making a quick change. Incinera- 
tion and conversion to animal feed 
and fertilizer were investigated, 
but experiments with grinding led 
to the solution.

ized labor groups. When this bill 
is considered, however, an effort 
undoubtedly will be made to re- 
store the “prevailing wage” rate 
on relief projects. This has been 
an embarrassing proposal for the 
administration to oppose, Last 
summer an amendment to pay the 
prevailing rates was defeated in 
the Senate by the close vote of 
38 to 40. 


In an effort to reduce the pro- 
spective deficit, Mr. Roosevelt has 
abandoned, temporarily at least, 
such grandiose and costly plans as 
the national health program of 
Senator Robert F. Wagner of New 
York, and there has been virtually 
no talk of reviving the administra- 
tion’s “spending-lending” bill which 
passed the Senate authorizing total 
loans of $1,615,000,000. The House 
pigeonholed this measure, but it 
could be called up for considera- 
tion if the administration should 
exert pressure. As approved by 
the Senate, the bill authorized the 
following loans: Public Works Ad- 
ministration, $350,000,000; Rural 
Electrification Administration, 
$500,000,000; Department of Agri- 
culture, $600,000,000; Reclamation 
Service, $90,000,000, and Export-Im- 
port Bank, $75,000,000. As a sub- 
stitute for the agner bill, the 
President will* est a compara- 
tively small appropriation to build 
and equip 50 or more medical cen- 
ters in poor rural areas as an ex- 
periment. 


In election years, Democrats and 
Republicans show great solicitude 
for the rural voters, and both 
groups have been generous with 
subsidies and special privileges, In 
recent months commodity prices 
have risen and the pressure is not 
so great for parity payments and 
export bounties, except from the 
Great Plains region where a win- 
ter drouth is creating a demand 
for special relief measures. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace has 
approved a “certificate plan” to 
raise money for soil conservation 
payment, but has yet to convince 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau of its practicability. It 
would be applied to wheat, cotton 
and rice, and would have an effect 
similar to that of the outlawed 
processing taxes. 

The Senate has already approved 
the amendment of Senator Josh 
Lee of Oklahoma proposing insur- 
ance on mortgages on farms pur- 
chased by farm tenants, This meas- 
ure involves an initial appropria- 
tion of only $2,500,000 for losses 
during the first year of operation, 
but it would authorize the Gov- 
ernment to assume contingent lia- 
bilities up to $350,000,000. 

The Senate has also approved a 
bill by Senator John H. Bankhead 
of Alabama to extend to cotton 
the crop insurance program al- 
ready applied to wheat. The net 
loss on the wheat operation for 
the first year was $1,855,000.

There are pending before the

The field marshals of what may,

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CHRONOLOGY OF 1939 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30 (AP).—War 
diverted the economic spotlight in 
1939 from the domestic problems 
which had preoccupied the nation 
through a decade of business col- 
lapse, New Deal reforms and fitful 
industrial recovery. 

Overshadowing everything else 
in the market place was the swift 
rush of the European drama of 
“power politics” to its September 
climax. Then, as if relieved by ac- 
tion after the months of harrowing 
“tension,” speculative markets 


soared in a brief buying stampede. 

But the 1939 record also was re- 
plete with debate on Federal spend- 
ing and lending, strikes, a severe 
autumn drouth in grain-growing 
areas, a huge capital inflow from 
Europe and one of the fastest in- 
dustrial upswings on record in the 
United States. 

A monthly summary of high 
points in the year’s chronology fol- 
lows:

STOCKS LISTED ON CURB

With the exception of foreign dol- 
lar issues, sharply lower since the 
outbreak of war, bonds generally 
ended the year a trifle above the 
prices of a year ago. 

Low Rate Maintained. 

Low interest rates were main- 
tained and the shortage of new 
corporate financing made it diffi- 
cult for the institutions such as the 
life insurance companies and banks 
to fill their portfolios at a price 
where the return on the invest- 
ment yielded good profits. 

As a result of the shortage of 
new issues and the plethora of ex- 
cess reserves which piled up in 
banks following a flow of $3,000,- 
000,000 in gold from frightened Eu- 
rope, the pressure for investment 
increased as the year wore on. 
Said one commentator: 

“The high grade bond market of 
the first half of 1939 is a historic 
phenomena which should rank with 
streamlined trains and television as 
one of the novelties of our genera- 
tion.” 

It enjoyed one of the rises that 
come only once in every several 
years and the move carried on into 
early August, when the threats 
against Poland convinced many an 
era of higher interest might come 
with war.

Over the year as a whole, only 
the rates on short term Treasury 
bills increased, as the Federal Re- 
serve disposed of its entire holdings 
because of the insistent demand for 
this type of investment.

Home building and housing in 
the United States made great prog-

view, summarizing building activ-| 
ity in 1939 and prospects for 1940. | 

On increase of 36 per cent in the 
number of dwelling units was 
achieved, and at the close of the 
year residential contractors and 
speculative builders were experi- 
encing one of the best winters in 
many years, with indications that 
the good business would continue 
into 1940. 

Close to 1929 Volume. 

The total number of new dwell- 
ing units provided in 1939, except 
on farms, was close to 475,000, or 
a 128,000 unit increase over 1938. 
The value of this non-farm residen- 
tial construction increased from 1.39 
billions in 1938 to 1.9 billions in 
1939. 

“Despite an unsavory collection 
of charges against some groups. 


and individuals among the many | 


thousands that make up the far- 
flung home building and housing 
industry, most builders are today 
giving more house for the money 
on better terms and at lower inter- 
est rates than ever before.” the 
magazine declares. “The 37. per 
cent increase in 1939, and the an- 
ticipated large volume in 
which will exced 1929 levels is 
largely due to this fact,” the mag- 
azine declares.

$8,574,585 in New Construc- 
tion, $2,683,834 in Altera- 
tions This Year. 


The value of building permits is- 
sued in St. Louis in 1939 exceeded 
the 1938 total by $1,939,392, Build- 
ing Commissioner Charles A. 
Welsch’s annual report, issued yes- 
terday, states. 

There were 2927 permits for $8,- 
574,585 in new construction and 
2153 permits authorizing $2,683,- 
834 in alterations, for a year’s total 
of 5080 permits and $11,258,419. In 
1938 there was $7,570,895 in new 
‘construction and $1,748,132 in al- 
terations, a total of $9,319,027 cov- 
ered by 4685 permits. 

In December, 261 permits were 
issued for building valued at $978,- 
182, as compared with 307 permits 
and $1,326,341 in December last 
year. Welsch explained that per- 
mits for 12 public buildings, valued 
at $622,201, were included in the 
‘December, 1938, total, while this 
year permits for nine public build- 
ing were spaced through ¢ the year.

TEPHEN FOSTER’S | glorious 
melodies, sung by Al Jolson and 
Don Ameche, are furnishing de- 
light to those who see “Swanee Riv- 
er” at the Ambassador Theater.
